of the Sao Jose river. 


The stone, which is perfectly opaque, 


is not beautiful, and if the magical 
word- diamond had never been applied 
to the substance there is no doubt that 
to this 'day the blaclt diamond, would be 
a thing unknown, 
However, the favor 


which this mineral en;oyrs is of recent 
date, for 20 years ago its properties., 
were unknown., arfd the'-trade in the 
stone was. practically nothing. 


• -The constantly increasing perfection 
of boring; instruments brought out the 
value of the black diamond,.the, use of 
diamond point drills now having be- 
come so general that the price of the 
mineral has in consequence rapidly in- 
creased. 
To-day the diamond lias be-, 


come of prime necessity in working tern-' 
pered metals, sawing of marble, pierc- 
ing of tunnels and" galleries 
and 
in 


mines. 


At, the time of the inauguration of the' 


latjc-ratqry of arts and trades in July. 
J9C3. a circular saw provided with dia- 
mond points produced surprising re- 
sults, cuttir.g Into thin s'.ices the hard- 
est materials. 
On the banks of the 


Sao Jose are found the traces of tlio 
first exploration 'of .the miac-s by the na- 
tives, the Garimperos. 


The black diamond, however,- having 


no commercial value, did -not attract 
these people, and they wcre'appareiitjy 
ignorant of the real character of the 
mineral. 
From the report .of an en.-, 


gineer who explored the region in IS»S 
we learn that one day the diamond dig- 
gers discovered, a ,black stone in; the 
Sao Jose. They took tlie stone to one

All 
tlieir efforts were""fmftle?s'.: t'n'«'fetSne;- 
resisting the most powerful hammer's, 
and after a lime it was thrown back into 
the 'river.

No Room for the Idle Man in This"

It is said in Russia that one makes 


, money in Moscow and spends it in St. 


Petersburg. 
One almost 
feels in- 


clined, therefore, to compare the two 
cities, as one does London with Paris, 
though this is hardly fair on Moscow; 
for. although it is, admittedly, the 
commercial center of the country, anil 
the abode of many of its merchant 
princes, there is ample opportunity 
for spending both money and time 
pleasantly in the ancient capital of 
the northern empire. 
Yet there is 


no gainsaying it, Moscow is, without

doubt, the city of the business man 
rather than the flaneur; and one is 
not long here before realizing that 
there is not.even a small counterpart 
of the Nevskl Prospect of St. Peters- 
Imrg.

They evidently are not taught to take

any pride in. their appearance, and

fashion. 
It was dinner time, and in 


the h,al]s tne,.me.n ;vere seated,at long 


tabl'es. on wlilcn 'were i""'iceU' -large 
wooden bowls, .some1 containing stchi, 
or vegetable soup,, and otliers-.Jcasha, 
a. sort of boiled maize, and, of-course, 
the inevitable black bread.

The officers' quarters, with a mod- 


estly-appointed 
clubhouse, • offered 


nothing of particular interest so far 
as one uould judge from a cursory 
glance; nor was I either invited or 
tempted to prolong my stay here. My 
permit; corning as it did direct from 
headquarters, could not fail to com- 
mand respect, but not necsssarily-hos- 
pitality.
